Applicants are informed that the rejections of the previous Office action not stated below 
have been withdrawn from consideration in view of the Applicant's arguments and/or 
amendments. Claims 56, 58, 61, 65, 70, 76, 82, 83 and 106. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on January 21, 2009 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of US Patent 
7,041,489 B2 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 
Response to Amendment 

The Declaration filed on January 21, 2009 under 37 CFR 1.131 is sufficient to overcome 
the Wertz et al. (WO 03/029416) reference. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior to April 2003, 
the prior art fails to teach or suggest the insertion of a baculovirus GP64 envelope glycoprotein 
into a virus of the Paramyxoviridae family. Therefore, the prior art fails to teach that the GP64 
protein mediates entry of this recombinant virus into mammalian cells and maintains an 
infectious stability when stored above freezing conditions for eat least 3.5 days. Furthermore, 
the closest art is Sastre et al. (Vaccine, 2007). This publication further describes the work of two 
of the three inventors (A. Oomens, and G. Wertz) in the increased stability of hRSV when 
baculovirus GP64 is incorporated.
